A Step Toward Justice 


MIDDLE HOUSING RECOMMENDATIONS SUPPORT 
AFFORDABLE AND CLIMATE-RESPONSIVE HOUSING 


s a Eugene resident, parent and legal scholar 
who focuses on housing and climate justice, 
I am deeply concerned about a local petition 
circulating underthe misleading title *Housing 
and Climate Justice." 
Irealize some people may have signed this 
petition without knowing its motivations. My 
hope is to refocus attention on local work that actually supports 
housing and climate justice, and to inspire continued conversation 
about these issues. 

My passion for this work has its roots in the Cully neighborhood 
of Northeast Portland, where I grew up. After losing our house to 
the lender, my parents moved our family of six to the only available 
place we could afford — a two-bedroom 
unit in a fourplex on a major thoroughfare 
less than a mile from a 24-acre landfill. Our 
neighborhood hadsignificantly more sites 
contaminated with industrial pollutants 
and significantly more People of Color 
and very-low-income families (like mine) 
than Portland's more restrictively zoned 
neighborhoods. 

I didn't know it then, but the single- 
family-only zoning designed to racially 
and economically segregate American 
cities was keeping neighborhoods with 
cleaner air, better-resourced schools, 
less congestion and more trees out of our 
reach. These regulations achieved their intended segregationist 
purposes when adopted nearly a century ago, and they continue 
to do so today. 

I have since immersed my life in housing and climate justice 
work. As a law professor, I focus my research and teaching on 
housing and climate justice. I supervise the Sustainable Land Use 
Project of University of Oregon School of Law's Environmental & 
Natural Resources Law Center. I serve on the board of Housing 
Land Advocates, which works to ensure all Oregonians can 
obtain adequate and affordable housing. I currently serve on a 
committee advising on how Oregon can reduce climate pollution 
in cities in a way that is equitable. And, in 2020, I advised on the 
implementation of Oregon's Middle housing laws. 

This is why I was so concerned to receive a four-page flyer 
promoting a ^Housing and Climate Justice" petition and urging 
me to oppose the Planning Commission's recommendation to 
reform strict single-family zoning to allow *middle housing" such 
as duplexes and triplexes, and to provide incentives to create 
more affordable housing in all Eugene neighborhoods. 

Three things make this petition particularly misleading, in my 
assessment. First, the petition asks the City Council to reject a 
unanimous recommendation to adopt the most pro-affordable

housing and racial justice zoning reform in Eugene’s history — 
urging the council to instead adopt a code based on the minimum 
compliance allowed by law. 

Second, the petition's author claims that delaying this long- 
overdue reform is needed because feedback from housing or 
climate justice organizations or the public has not been provided. 
Exactly the opposite is true. 

Third,the petition's website includes misleading and erroneous 
material. 

What will be lost if the City Council adopts the minimum 
middle housing code allowable under state law — as the petition 
demands? Incentives to create more affordable housing, climate- 
responsive housing and small housing. 

Fundamental tojustice is genuine and 
fair participation. But the petition uses 
justice language to essentially erase the 
engagement of social and environmental 
justice organizations and thousands 
of Eugene citizens who participated 
in the most diverse and robust public 
participation process in Eugene's history. 
The commission hosted Facebook Live 
discussions on affordable housing, 
exclusionary zoning, the state middle 
housing law and other topics. 

Meetings were accessible by Zoom 
and YouTube, and recorded. Economic 
consultants provided analysis. An Equity 
Roundtable advised on the work. There were stakeholder groups, 
surveys, info sessions and presentations. In atruly unique step, 29 
Eugene residents were selected by lottery tojoin a demographically 
representative review panelthat developed guiding principles, 
reviewed code concepts and vetted draft proposals. 

The product of this 18-month process is a middle housing 
code with broad and diverse support. No single policy action 
can solve our housing crisis or remedy a century of exclusionary 
zoning and environmental racism, but the Planning Commission's 
recommendation takes a long overdue step in the right direction. 

We find ourselves in a time when many people aren't sure 
who to trust. If your concerns are housing and climate justice, 
Irecommend engaging with local and state organizations that 
have fair and affordable housing, racial justice, or climate justice 
intheir missions — organizations like Better Housing Together, 
Beyond Toxics, DevNW, Fair Housing Council of Oregon, Housing 
Land Advocates, Huerto de Familia, Lane Independent Living 
Alliance, NAACP Eugene/Springfield, Oregon Law Center, Pacific 
Northwest Just Futures Institute for Racial and Climate Justice, 
and Springfield Eugene Tenants Association. M

OREGON LEGISLATURE INKS 
SB 1546, CREATES ELLIOTT STATE 
RESEARCH FOREST

he Oregon State Legislature may have 

passed a bill with a solution to one of 

the state's long-standing timber wars. 
OnMarch3,theLegislature approved 

Senate 81111546, decoupling the Elliott 

State Forest from the Common School 

Fund and creating the Elliott State 

Research Forest, effectively ending decades-long conflict 
over management and politics. The bill is a culmination

of three years of collaboration between key stakehold- 
ers, including environmental groups, the timber indus- 
try, the schools, several tribes and the Department of 
State Lands. 

“I can't imagine a much better solution that would've 
earned the critical mass of support it needed to get 
through the Legislature and keep the Elliott in public 
ownership," says state Sen. Jeff Golden of Ashland, chair 
of the Oregon Senate Committee on Natural Resources 
and Wildfire Recovery. 

Previously, the state helped fund its K-12 schools with 
timber harvest revenue from the Elliott. SB 1546 severs 
that tie and provides $121 million — plus $100 million 
in bonding — to buy out the value of the Elliott for the 
Common School Fund. 

After a 2012 Endangered Species Act lawsuit halted 
old-growth logging in the Elliott, and the state was no 
longer profiting from the forest, the state began to search 
for other management and ownership options. 

While the DSL retains ownership of the forest, the 
bill creates a new Elliott State Research Forest, run 
by Oregon State University. According to OSU's 2021 
proposal, which was accepted by the State Land Board, 
timber harvest will still be allowed in the forest, but only 
forresearch purposes. Harvest revenue will then be rein- 


vested as forest management funding. Other revenue 
from ecosystem services like carbon credits can also be 
sold and reinvested. 

The bill establishes the Elliott State Research Forest 
Authority, a new state administrative entity charged with 
enforcing management practices in the Elliott, and assigns 
the State Land Board the task of appointing members to 
the board of the Authority. 

A Habitat Conservation Plan was included in the bill, 
which aims to protect critical habitat for the Elliott's 
endangered species: coho salmon, northern spotted owl, 
marbled murrelet and the coastal marten. About 41,000 
acres ofold growth forest remains in the Elliott, the major- 
ity of which the bill protects under a reserve, according 
to OSU's proposal. 

“This new approach to the Elliott will spotlight forest 
management plus research based on biodiversity, fish and 
wildlife recovery, and resilience due to climate change,” 
says Brett Brownscombe of the Wild Salmon Center ina 
press release. 

The Legislature passed updates to two other forest 
bills with bipartisan support in the most recent session: 
the Private Forest Accord and Oregon Forest Practices 
Act, which include new stream buffers for logging, forest 
road improvements and wildlife habitat protections. m

MOURNING THE MISSING

n April 2, 2021, longtime Lane County 
resident Kamara Houston passed away 
unexpectedly at the young age of 43. 
She had been struggling with high blood 
pressure and other health problems. 
Houston, a loving mother of two, was 
profoundly impacted by the disappear- 
ance of her mother, Judy Parker, who went missing in 
December 2016. Judy was elderly and suffered from 
severe mental illness. During an episode of psychosis, 
she wandered away from her foster home in Springfield 





and was never seen again. Her perplexing case remains 
unsolved. 

According to Kamara’s daughter, Kailen Houston, 
“My mother was a very hard worker and always kept 
herself busy. After the disappearance of her mother, 
Judy Parker, life did not cease to give my mom a break. 
Ihave no doubt that the stress and heartbreak that she 
felt every day is what led to her health problems, and I will 
forever wish that I would have been aware of the severity 
of her health issues.” 


Ihave been writing about Lane County’s 
missing people the past several years for 
Eugene Weekly and other publications. In 
2020, I wrote “Judy Ann Parker and Eugene's 
Missing Mentally Ill.” Most of the information 
about Judy in my essay came from Kamara 
Houston, who I interviewed for my story. 

Houston was absolutely devastated by 
thedisappearance of her mother, which was 
palpable to anyone who interacted with her. 
It was also apparent that Houston was a 
very compassionate person, whose concern 
for people who are suffering extended far 
beyond her mother. 

Kailen Houston says, “My mother was 
so smart, so caring and so loving. She was always there 
to help anyone who needed it.” 

Kamara's family is still dealing with the aftermath of 
her death. To support them, search *Help us grieve the 
loss of Kamara" to find the GoFundMe.

AS A LAME DUCK STATE REPRESENTATIVE, MARTY WILDE CALLS FOR MORE TRANSPARENCY 


nhis final legislative session as a state representa- 
tive, Marty Wilde, a Democrat, has ruffled feathers 
with leadership in the Oregon Legislature. 

“I one hundred percent dedicated myself to 
institutional reform. We need to change the way the 
institution operates," Wilde tells Eugene Weekly. 
“I wanted more transparency in the process and 

more responsiveness to the people, and that's what I still 
hope to get." 

Wilde spent his final, lame-duck legislative session, 
which ran through the month of February, speaking out 
about the Legislature's Democratic leadership, saying 
it's not transparent in how it passes bills. Wilde isn't the 
only legislator claiming this. Former state Rep. Brian 
Clem of Salem says he experienced similar roadblocks to 
drafting legislation and avoidance of voting on bills that 
would force legislators to have a political view on record. 

Clem started a political action committee to support 
more “independent-minded” Democrats, but Wilde says 
there needs to be campaign finance limits and possibly a 
change in how Oregonians vote. 

Wilde, who was first elected to the House in 2018, isn't 
running for re-election and says when his term is over in 
January 2023, he'll continue serving in the Air National 
Guard, but he hasn't decided on whether he's running 
for office again. 

In summer 2021, when the Oregon Legislature was redis- 
trictingthe state's congressional and legislative districts, 
Wilde started a public fight with the party's leadership. 
The Legislature's redrawing of political boundaries is a 
constitutional duty it does every 10 years based on chang- 
ing population from the U.S. Census Bureau, but Wilde 
alleged that Senate Democrats drew a map that favored 
incumbents. After he spoke out about it, he told EWthat 
the Senate committee retaliated against him and made 
his House district unwinnable for a Democrat. 

In October 2021, after the state Senate worked on 
redistricting the state's legislative districts, Wilde filed a 
declaration in support ofa lawsuit filed by two Lane County 
residents. Wilde said his new district isn't consistent with 
thelaw regarding communities of interest. 

The Oregon Supreme Court ruled that the redistrict- 
ing was constitutional in November 2021. 

House District 12, which Wilde would represent if he 
were to run for re-election,includes parts of south Eugene 
as wellas rural precincts to the north and west of Cottage 
Grove and Creswell. Wilde says Republicans are favored 
by 10 points in the newly drawn district. 

Wilde says he's not running for re-election in the 
district because it could cost alot of money, and the party 
wouldn't likely help him out. *There's no way the party 
is going to spend a million dollars on someone who's as 
independent as me,” he says. 

In summer 2021, Wilde says, he left the Legislature's 
Democratic Party caucus because it is anti-democratic 
and lacks transparency. “We certainly weren't perfect asa 
caucus going into pandemic,” Wilde says. “The pandemic 
worsened all of the worst impulses of leadership.” 

The Legislature’s Democrats would meet together in 
its caucus to plan on which legislation it would support, 
he says, but the problem with that is that a quorum of the 
legislative body was meeting, which is a violation of the 
Oregon Constitution. 

Besides violating the Constitution, Wilde says the 
ruling party wouldn’t allow legislation to be introduced 
for a vote if it wouldn’t pass. This robs voters of know-

ing where their legislator stands on issues, he adds. For 
example, he says a Republican-introduced bill that would 
empower the Legislature to impeach the governor failed to 
make it to the floor because it could’ve forced Democrats 
to be ina position that could be seen as a condemnation 
of Gov. Kate Brown. Oregon is the only state without an 
impeachment process. 

“It’s not the end of the world to have the Legislature 
have a public debate and then not have something pass,” 
he says. “That’s what people expect: You discuss some 
things and you’re being responsive to their concerns.” 

Clem, the former legislator from Salem, resigned from 
the Oregon House of Representatives earlier this year to 
take care of his mother. He says he experienced similar 
political obstacles as Wilde. In the Legislature, where he 
served several terms, “There is a strong preference for 
having the debates about bills be private and in caucus 
meetings only,” Clem says. 

If leadership doesn't have the votes, he adds, bills don't 
go to the floor to be voted on. And if you want to introduce 
your own bill and have it voted on on the floor, you have 
to prove that you have enough Republican votes, he says. 

This creates a complex bill process, one that Clem says 
isn’t portrayed in the Schoolhouse Rock cartoon short “How 
a Bill Becomes a Law.” Even if a bill had enough votes in 
committee to move to a floor vote, he says if the Speaker 
doesn’t approve of it, it doesn’t move there. 

Introducing legislation that the Legislature’s leader- 
ship didn’t first approve of takes a lot of convincing, both 
Wilde and Clem say. 

Wilde references House Bill 4.092, a veterans dental bill 
that he worked on with Rep. Cedric Hayden (R-Cottage 
Grove). It faced obstacles from uninterested leaders, he 
says. The bill would end up passing unanimously in the 
House and later become law, but the two lawmakers had 
to work hard to get a vote, he says. “The price tag was $1 
million just for set-up costs, and the begging, borrowing, 
arm-twisting, because it wasn’t in the budget that was 
decided in advance by leadership,” Wilde says. 





Leadership in the Democratic caucus is chosen by how 
well legislators can fundraise, both Clem and Wilde say. 

“They have the ability to go to what they call ‘the part- 
ners’ and raise $4.00,000 and use that as an example as 
to why they should be elected into leadership,” Clem says. 
“If the people they’re raising money from don’t want the 
bill to be voted on because it's awkward, since it's popular 
with the public, you’ve got a real problem on your hands 
ifthat person is the gatekeeper.” 

Clem formed a political action committee (PAC) called 
Oregonians Are Ready to recruit more “independent- 
minded Democrats” to the Legislature. So far Clem is the 
only person to give to the committee; he loaned it $500,000. 
He says the PAC doesn’t intend to influence politics or poli- 
ticians, but to encourage more Democrats to run for office 
who don't fit the current mold of who's in power today. 

Wilde says the PAC could have mixed results. It could 
recruit more Democrats to the Legislature who may not fall 
inline with Democratic leadership, but it doesn't address 
the role campaign money has had in Oregon. Although 
campaign finance transactions are publicly accessible in 
Oregon, the state has no limits on contributions. 

Both Clem and Wilde agree that one way to address 
the Legislature's leadership issues is through campaign 
finance reform and different forms of elections, such as 
ranked-choice voting. And current speaker of the House 
Dan Rayfield has supported those policies in the past. 
Combined with the minority Republican Party, who Wilde 
says is in a position to demand good governance bills, 
the Legislature could be in a place to address campaign 
financeandthe state's voting system, which could encour- 
age bipartisanship in Salem. 

But unless the Legislature addresses campaign finance 
andits voting system, Wilde says the state's governance 
model is *bury your brother," when it used to be *run, 
govern, run." “It’s about who's funding the elections and 
who hasa say;" he says. “By keeping no limits on campaign 
donations, you're guaranteeing that a small group of 
people will control the agenda." m

he Olympic torch lighting signifies the start of the games, but when 
track and field events are underway for the World Athletics Champi- 
onships this summer at the University of Oregon's Hayward Field, a 
new tradition will spark. The tall tower outside of Hayward Field, long 
called the “Phildo,” will be lit by officials to indicate the start of track 
and field events but alsoto celebrate Eugene's economic driver: weed. 

Officials say the *Hayward Joint" will wrap the community together 

and help students save on weed money so they can pay for tuition. 

*We've all shared a marijuana cigarette with our closest school chums, but the 
Hayward Joint will ensure, as the kids say, no one will bogart this baby,” says UO Presi- 
dent Michael Schill. *Rather than throw our O, I figured we should smoke our O, too." 

Here's how it works, Schill says. Just as the new venue can add stands for large 
events like the upcoming 2022 track and field world championships, it will also have 
a roof the university can attach. When the roof is in place, he says, someone will be 
at the top of the Hayward Joint tower with torches and the roof will close, basically 
hotboxing those in attendance. 

The new Hayward Field was paid for by Nike founder Phil Knight at a cost of $270 
million, but the decision to blaze a mountain of weed in the Hayward Joint will gener- 
ate more business for local restaurants. 

Smoking weed can lead to munchies or cottonmouth, says Scarlet Kush, a profes- 
sor in the UO's new Cannabis Studies Program. Kush has published articles about 
cannabis on topics such as how many puffs it takes to get to the end of Dark Side of 
the Moon and whether munchies are correlation or causation from weed. So Kush says 
the UO's decision to increase the number of food and drink venders is a “no-brainer.” 

“Whereas someone may normally want one scoop from Prince Puckler's, we may

see that person instead want three scoops,” Kush says. 

The Hayward Joint will light up for every major 
athletic event, including the U.S. Olympic Trials, the 
Prefontaine Classic and the upcoming World Athlet- 
ics Championships. Due to international rules and 
regulations on weed, athletes are barred from inhal- 
ing. But white male athletes need not worry — the 
governing athletic committees that have rules on 
weed promise to ease restrictions for them. 

*We feel it's harder than ever to be a white male 
athlete, so if they need to inhale deeply to relax, so 
be it,” an unnamed official said. 

Because of Knight's lobbying efforts, the OLCC is 
removing alaw that prevents growers and dispensa- 
ries from giving weed for free so they can to donate 
to the Hayward Joint. But many local dispensaries 
tell Eugene Weekly that they're participating in the 
giveaway with the hope that Knight allows them to 
sponsor UO student-athletes with Names, Image and 
Likeness deals. 

“Imagine how cool it would be to see your favorite 
Duck quarterback not only hand offthe ball to a running 
back but also hand off a joint in an ad,” says one dispen- 
sary owner. 

With the UO's increased tuition hitting future students, 

Schill says the Hayward Joint will not only save students money but also pack the 
Hayward Joint with weed that fits with the UO's colors. *Our colors are green and 
yellow, and we'll be packing the green in the Hayward Joint,” he says. #

BALANCING OREGON'S STATE BUDGET WITH 
A PANDEMIC AND EXTREME PREJUDICE

nadesperate effort to get Oregon’s Public 
Employees Retirement System financial 
crisis under control, state officials have 
turnedto murder, Eugene Weekly 
found in arecent investigation. 
For the past two years hired kill- 
ers have roamed the state seek- 
ing out highly paid PERS recipients, including 
former football coaches and medical school 
professors who have drawn fat six-figure 
retirement salaries for years — driving up the 
state’s costs to unaffordable levels. 
Besides mafia-style hits, the death 
squads have been infecting retirees with 
the COVID-19 virus, which primarily kills 
older people, the EWinvestigation found. 
Evidence also indicates that the Oregon 
officials worked as early as 2018 witha 
laboratory in Wuhan, China, to create 
the pandemic virus — known for killing 
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used forensic analysis, digital sleuthing and advanced 
open-source reporting techniques to analyze statewide 
death records after receiving reports that an unusual 
number of PERS recipients had suddenly died in late 2020. 

“The numbers just didn't add up,” explains EW Editor 
Camilla Mortensen. “Who would have expected so many 
old people to die?” 

EW’s investigation found that the PERS death 
squads worked with the UO’s Penny and Phil Knight 
Campus for Accelerating Scientific Impact to create the 
COVID pandemic, which has largely killed retirement- 
age people around the state. The 
Knight Campus was designed 
by Ennead Architects of New 

York, which also designed the 
Huawei Wuhan Researchand 
Development Campus, a 
research facility working 
on 5G telecommunica- 
tion in Wuhan. 
A spokeswoman 
for the UO declined to 
comment on any connec- 
tion between the univer- 
sity, 5G, the pandemic and 
the PERS killings, dismiss- 
ing the EW report as noth- 
ing but rumor. “lam hereto

Joseph Robertson, who retired from his job as presi- 
dent of Oregon Health Science University with an annual 
pension of $962,939, currently tops the list of PERS benefi- 
ciaries. EW reached him for a brief phone interview from 
anundisclosed location where he's been hiding out since 
he discovered a bundle of 5G telephones and a COVID 
test kit, later determined to be infected with the virus, 
in a package mailed from a fictitious address. 

*How did you find me?" Robertson whispered before 
hanging up the phone. *I have nothing to say." 

Former football coach Mike Bellotti, who once topped 
the PERS list (he is now No. 3) with his retirement salary 
of $592,886, said he wasn’t worried about his own safety. 
“Ihave a group of former Ducks linemen who stay within 
earshot,” he said. “But I’m very concerned that the Ducks 
may not be able to attract top coaching staff if word gets 
out they'll be murdered on retirement." 

Phil Knight is rumored to be willing to sacrifice men's 
basketball coach Dana Altman to the PERS death squad 
if heleads the team to another disappointing season. 

State law enforcement officials declined to comment 
onany pending investigation into the existence of death 
squads. *Most of our investigators are too busy readjust- 
ingtheir retirement plans to spend much time checking 
into fake news like this,” a top Oregon State Police official 





said on condition of anonymity. 

Eugene police were all clearing homeless camps in

CONGRESS" INVESTIGATION INTO THE JAN. 6 INSURRECTION REVEALED A PLOT TO INVADE EUGENE'S CITY HALL TO OVERTURN LOCAL VOTES FOR BIDEN. 


n Jan. 6, 2021, many Americans were 
glued to their screens, watching thou- 
sands of people attempt an insurrection 
at the U.S. Capitol as Congress certi- 
fied the 2020 presidential election. 
A smaller group of people 
almost staged a similar insur- 
rection in Eugene. But the potential rioters 
couldn't find Eugene's City Hall, which was torn 
down in 2014 and never replaced. 
According to the congressional commit- 
tee investigating the Jan. 6 insurrection, a 
group of angry Trump supporters tried 
to invade Eugene's City Hall to *stop the 
steal" by throwing out local votes going to 
then President-elect Joe Biden. 
“According to text messages obtained 
by Congress, Eugene avoided tragedy 
because these would-be thugs didn’t know 
the city doesn’t have a City Hall,” says Rep. 
Peter DeFazio after learning about the 
information from the committee. He also 
pointed out the would-be rioters didn’t real- 
ize votes are actually counted at the Lane 
County Elections office. 
When the Jan. 6 insurrection happened, 
DeFazio carried bear mace with him as he trav- 
eled to his office, so he says when he retires, he’s 
going to offer city staff courses on surviving a right- 
wing insurrection. “Here are the basics for surviving: 
aim for the face, kick ‘em in the groin and run,” he adds. 
DeFazio said that according to the report, because of 
Eugene’s quirky population, the members of the would- 
be Eugene insurrection appeared more like the horned 
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headdress-wearing *QAnon shaman" from Jan. 6 rather 
than the militant Proud Boys. 
Prevalent among the misfit group of Eugeneans trying 
tothrowout Biden's votes in an attempt to give Trump 
Oregon's five electoral votes were locals afraid of 
change. They includedanti-vaxxers whothink people 
should have the right to choose, abortion oppo- 
nents who say people shouldn't have the right 
to choose, and old Deadheads whose long acid 
trips have worn out and leading them to real- 
ize they were conservative all along. 
Days after learning about the Eugene 
attempted insurrection, Eugene Mayor 
Lucy Vinis said she will encourage the City 
Councilto establish a committee to explore 
hostingan event wherelocal Eugeneans can 
gatherand sharetheir newfound concerns 
over the news. “I hear you, and I see you,” 
Vinis added. 
Former Eugene City Manager Jon Ruiz, 
who's faced criticism in the past for his 
handling of the City Hall saga, came out of 
retirement to make a statement, telling EW 
that he now feels vindicated for likely saving 
Eugene from a city hall insurrection. “Some 
councilors criticized me for how I led the City 
Hall project,” he says. “But I feel like in reality, I 
may have single-handedly saved this town from 
a political crisis.” 
Ruiz suggests that future rioters note that, as 
a cost-saving measure, Eugene is basically using the 
downtown Lane Community College campus as its city hall. 
Jumpingon his mountain bike, he adds, *You're welcome, 
Eugene.” # 
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EUGENE AND SPRINGFIELD UNVEIL NEW CITY DISTRICTS TO ATTRACT YOUNG PEOPLE LOOKING FOR HOUSING

ugene has the Whit, full of funky busi- 
nesses and beer, and the city has the 
Market District, home to Fifth Street 
Public Market. But Eugene city planners 
have been stumped over how to make the 
tall boxy student housing along Frank- 
lin Boulevard and near the University of 
Oregon more marketable. Until now. 

Inspired by the UO’s long tradition of making money 
off branding, the city of Eugene has announced its new 
student-housing inspired district: The Lego District. 

“We couldn't help but to notice the way the five-over- 
one buildings and featureless 12-story student apartments 
looked just like a tower that a child would make out of 
Legos,” says Eugene Planning & Development Adminis- 
tration Executive Director Denny Braud. *So we reached 
out to Legos, and well, they didn't say no!” 

Braud points out that despite the availability of apps 
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andgames like Fortnite and Mine- 
craft, Legos remain a popular 
toy. “Living somewhere that 
looks just like the blocks 
they pieced together as a 
child will make students 
feel welcome,” he says. 
*The word Lego comes 
from the Danish words 'leg 
godt, meaning 'play well; and 
Eugene plays well with others,” 
says Sarah Medary, Eugene's city 
manager. “So to show how well we 
play, and what leaders we are in hous- 
ing and marketing, we have invited Springfield 
Mayor Sean VanGordon to the unveiling of the sign for 
the new district.” That sign, Medary says, will be made 
entirely of Legos.

Reached for comment about the invitation, VanGor- 
don says that all rumors of competitiveness between the 
two cities are false, but that he will be unable to attend, 
as that same day Springfield will be designating its own 
Lincoln Log District. 

VanGordon says the city has purchased the Interna- 
tional Paper mill offof 42nd Street, where it will tear down 
the mill and build tiny homes for hipsters. “The housing 
will be made of recycled wood styled as logs,” 
VanGordon says. “This will honor Spring- 
field's pioneer past while appealing 

to Millennials with disposable 
income." 

VanGordon saysthat looking 
ahead, his dream is for Spring- 
field to establish a My Little 
Pony District that would allow 
for houses and barns on small 

acreages in Glenwood that would 
be painted in pastel colors. “We 
anticipate that the district would 
be very popular with horse girls and 
Bronies,” he says. However, the mayor 
refused to comment on the rumors he has 

already purchased a small plot of land in Glenwood. 3*

JACOB COLLIER IS SURPRISING THE MUSIC WORLD, AND HE HAS SOME COMMONALITIES 


f there's one collaboration that speaks to song- 
writer Jacob Collier's catalog, it isn't his work 
with Coldplay on *Human Heart" or with SZA 
on “Good Days.” It's Collier’s “Do You Feel Love/ 
Outro" featuring Steve Vai. 
Collier's collaboration with Vai in a way contin- 
ues a lineage of virtuosos, drawn from Frank 
Zappa to Vai and now possibly to Collier. Winning over 
Vai — and later collaborating with him — shows Collier's 
musical colors of being unclassifiable by genre and compa- 
rable musical compositions. And Collier's talents can be 
comparable to the composer Zappa, who mentored Vai 
in the early ’80s. 

Collier, 27, is an English composer and multi-instru- 
mentalist who's on a worldwide tour to support his new 
album, though he'll play a stripped down version of his 
music when he performs at the Hult Center on piano. 

Collier's performance career started with his YouTube 
channelin 2012, where he now has nearly a million subscrib- 
ers. Years later, he's being mentored by legendary producer 
Quincy Jones and has won Grammy awards for his 2019 
release Djesse Vol. 2 without first appearing on an album 
sales chart — the first time since 1963 — according toa 
March 2021 article by Billboard. 

Although the primarily instrumental composer, Vai isn't 
well known in mainstream music circles, but he's beloved 
by many guitarists. Vai's works are guitar-heavy and have 
inspired many guitarists with his technique and style. 

Collier's musicianship caught Vai's attention years 
ago at alive performance. 

According to a November 2017 Facebook post by Vai, 
he was blown away by Collier's performance. “Inspired 
music flows effortlessly through this young man and it

felt as though I was witnessing a paradigm shift in music 
history,” Vai posted. “I believe he is an ‘Indigo’ child. 
These are people who are born with an evolved sense of 
creativity in a particular field and foster the evolution of 
consciousness and creativity on the planet." 

Vai added that Collier doesn't perform with emotion 
and is instead connected to the "free flowing creative 
impulse of the Universe itself in his now." 

Vai's description of Collier could likely be similar to 
words he'd use to describe Zappa. One ofthe few musi- 
cians who will be seen as a composer who could write 
rock and serious classical music, Zappa took Vai under 
his wing during the early '80s. 

Much of Zappa's work included jazzier musical scales, 
emphasizing the awkward notes that stand out, such as 
the vocals on “Inca Roads” from One Size Fits All. Zappa's 
penchant for composition meant his musicis difficult to 





categorize — sometimes he wrote jazz (Hot Rats), doo 


wop (Cruising with Reuben and the Jets) and even clas- 
sical (*G Spot Tornado”). 

Collier's workis reminiscent of some of Zappa's songs, 
including how they write harmonization for songs. In “Do 
You Feel Love/ Outro" from Djesse Vol. 2 (2019), in addi- 
tion to Vai's guitar, Collier's composition features vocal 
melodies in a similar style to Zappa: melody contrasted 
with a flurry of changing chord harmonization. 

But Collier's track record with harmonization goes 
back years before that song was recorded. When he was 
a YouTuber, he posted videos reharmonizing popular 
songs and performing them a capella — with him sing- 
ing all parts. In a 2012 video, he took Stevie Wonder's 
“Isn’t She Lovely” and rewrote the supporting harmony, 
creating an interesting arrangement that moves along 
with complexity while preserving the song's integrity. 

Like Zappa, Collier also defies genre. His most recent 
album, Djesse Vol. 3 (2020), is rooted in R&B, but combines 
elements of various other genres. One of the singles 
from the album, “Time Alone With You,” is a difficult 
to describe genre: At times it's cool jazz, but speeds up 
to funk, even though the song is plagued with some of 
Collier's studio altered high pitch vocals. 

When Collier performs at the Hult, he won't have 
his band with him. Instead, it'll be a solo piano perfor- 
mance. That probably doesn't mean his set will be limited, 
though. If his 2020 NPR Tiny Desk (Home) Concert 
(during which he played every single instrument in the 
pre-taped performance during peak COVID) is any indi- 
cation, he'll likely perform with the same sort of energy 
that impressed Vai in 2017. m
